Rey. C. E, Manning, Secretary 
of the Methodist Foreign’ Mis- 
sionry work, was the next speaker, 
and dealt more particularly with 
the work in Canada.

Uxbridge, Ont. Nov. 24.—The| 
MoLaughblin inquest was concla- 
ded thie afternoon. The jury, af- 
ter 45 minutes’ deliberation 
brought in a verdict that Mary 
McLaughlin came to her death 
from strychnine poison adminis- 
tered by her husband, Archibald 
MoLaugblin, and that Harold and 


Gordon MoLaughlib, their chil-' 
dren, came to their deaths either 


from poisoning by stryobnine or 
gas fumes and smoke from a fire 
in their residence in Uxbridge in 
which they were. The verdict fur- 
ther said: ‘We hereby charge 
said Archibald MoLaugblin with 
murderiog his wife and his sous 
Harold and Gordon, aud setting 
fire to the dwelling.”

A good brani: must aleo be a 
good feeder, the one does not go 
without the other. A good feede: 
does not necessarily meao an ex- 
travagant feeder, but one that rears 
bis stock and yives thew what 
they need in order to make firet 
olese avimals of them, but be does 
not waste yood feed. Au animal 
with the best of pedigrees but 
badly reared is no be'ter than a4 
sorab. 

Auotber great factor that leads 
to want of success is dirt. Ani- 
mals are not by vature dirty, and 
when we keep them sbut up and 
do not clean them, we are at tbe 
same time preventing them frow 
cleaning themselves. The wind 
and the rain or snow keep live 
stock clean, and they bave otber 
waye of their own, viz., by bathing 
or rolling in clean sand or earth 
when wet. ‘Ibis earth or sand, 
when shuken out of the coat, takes 


eo that jugt a little finishing will 
fit them for the show peu, then 
they wilk be healthy and thrifty 
and will also .produce the best 
young stoff. 

The best youngsters are bred 
from the best and most tbrilty 
stock, and it is no use dependiug 


mpon blood and pedigree if care is 


abeebt, for you are asking nature 
todo too much. We are some- 
times inclined to scold about ap- 
pearance and fashion, but tip top 
stuff depends a good deal on finish 
and appeerance, which shows that 
skill and care bave been exercised 
iu preparation. 

The beet of all varieties should 
be selected as breeders if we want 
to succeed and make money. Al- 
tering the best ball because he 
will make a fine steer, and keeping 
a ruot fora bull makes them all 
ruuts in the next generation so 
the fewdollars made on the steer 
is lost in a bhundredfold on the 
next-crop of calves. 

Good shelter in bad weather 
eaves a lot of feed. All food pro- 
ducts are bigh in price and it pays 
less than ever now to feed high 
priced feeds to stock that is badly 
sheltered, for these stock bave to 
utilize a good deal of the feed as 
fuel to sustain life and keep going, 
So they derive far lees benefit from 
the feed and it thus coste the own- 
er twice or three times as much to 
arrive at a certain result and he is 
probably losing money all the time. 

A great deal of the high priced 
feed is fed to poor milch cows that 
give only a swall mess of milk. 
a yood cow may make eight 
quarts of milk upon the same feed 
tbat another one only makes two 
quarts from. If milk is only 
worth five cents a quart we may 
be losing thirty cente a day on 4

A good cow that is giving a lot 
of milk is usually a bigh strung 
animal, well supplied with nerves, 
So though she may be gentle she 
should be carefully handled and 
not irritated.
